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FOREWORD 

T^HES  iWwwe  commemorates  the  patriotism  of  the  masters  and  students  of 
the  Public  Latin  School  in  Boston  who  served  in  the  armed  forces  of  the 
United  States  and  her  Allies  in  the  recent  World  War.  From  the  earliest 
times  in  the  School's  history  down  to  the  present  day,  the  spirit  of  patriotic  service 
has  been  ever  present  in  the  school  body,  whether  the  call  for  that  service  issued  from 
local  or  from  national  needs.  In  the  colonial  days,  graduates  of  the  Latin  School 
were  among  the  foremost  in  striving  to  induce  the  mother  country  to  recognize  the 
political  rights  of  the  Colonies,  and  in  the  darker  years  of  the  Revolution,  the  same 
glowing,  patriotic  fervor  inspired  both  masters  and  boys.  Indeed,  it  was  of  Latin 
School  boys  that  the  Colonial  Governor  remarked,  when  General  Haldimand 
acquainted  him  with  their  protest  that  his  servant  had  ruined  their  coasting  ground 
on  Beacon  Street,  that  ((It  was  impossible  to  beat  the  notion  of  liberty  out  of  the 
people  as  it  was  rooted  in  them  from  their  childhood ." 

During  the  feverish  years  just  previous  to  the  second  great  crisis  in  the  cornu 
try's  history,  when  the  movement  for  the  abolition  of  slavery  was  swiftly  gathering 
strength  throughout  the  North,  Latin  School  boys  with  their  quick  sympathies 
were  choosing  for  their  public  declamations  selections  from  the  great  platform  ora ' 
tors  of  the  day,  many  of  whom  were  themselves  graduates  of  the  School.  When 
finally  the  storm  broke ,  and  New  England  sent  forth  its  quota  of  youth  to  battle 
for  the  preservation  of  the  Union,  Latin  School  boys,  both  alumni  and  many  who 
were  still  members  of  the  School,  eagerly  enlisted  in  the  Army  and  Navy  for  service 
against  the  enemy.  Indeed,  to  one  regiment,  the  Twelfth  Massachusetts,  the  Latin 
School  gave  its  name,  since  so  many  of  its  number,  both  privates  and  officers,  were 
graduates  of  the  School,  including  its  Commander,  Colonel  Fletcher  Webster,  a 
son  of  the  great  statesman,  Daniel  Webster.  Fifty 'two  alumni  of  the  School  lost 
their  lives  in  the  Civil  War.  Their  names,  in  letters  of  gold,  are  engraved  upon 
the  shield  which  rests  at  the  foot  of  Greenough's  statue  of  Alma  Mater  who  holds 
aloft  the  laurel  wreath  with  which  to  crown  her  heroes.  The  names  of  scores  of 
others  who  served  and  yet  returned  to  receive  her  welcome  home  are  placed  on  tablets 
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WALTON  STOUTENBURGH  DANKER.
